Scooter laws hope to put 


The State of Massachusetts 
has reeently passed legislation 
that substantially restricts the 
use of motorized scooters and 
bikes. 

Lieutenant Governor Kerry 
Healey signed the bill into law 
on November 18, 2004, and it 
became effective immediately. 

The scooters in question, 
which have recently become a 
popular mode of transportation 
for youngsters, are now defined 
by the state as “any two- 
wheeled device that has handle- 
bars, designed to be stood or 
sat upon by the operator, pow- 
ered by an electric or ‘gas pow- 
ered’ motor that is capable of 
propelling the device with or 
without human propulsion.” 
During the past two years, a 
ndmber of cities and towns 
liave passed local ordinances to 
Fegilate the use of the vehicles.

A number of communities in 
the North Shore area, including 
Methuen, Salisbury,

tion of the law will be fined not 
more than $25 for a first 
offense. Second time offenders 
will be fined not more than $50 
and third time, or subsequent 
offenders, will be fined between 
$50 and $100. 

“This new law treats motor- 
powered scooters essentially 
like motor vehicles, with the 
expectation that riders will be 
licensed and obey the rules of 
the road,” said Healey. 
“Placing restrictions on these 
devices goes a long way in pro- 
tecting our children from life- 
threatening injuries.”

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WPD acquires 
life-saving 


defibrillators 


WILMINGTON - Five cruis- 
ers within the Wilmington 
Police Department now feature 
state-of-the-art medical defib- 
rillators, prompting the ques- 
tion of whether officers should 
receive additional pay to use 
them 

The defibrillators were pur- 
chased with grant money and 
were installed in the cruisers on 
November 30, following the 
training of all Wilmington offi- 
cers and the establishment of 
policies and procedures. 

Police officers, while out on 
patrol, are oftentimes the first 
to respond to a call for medical 
aid. The timely administering 
of appropriate treatment is gen- 
erally the difference between 


life and death for a victim of 
cardiac arrest. 

According to Dr. Mark 
Gendreau of the Lahey Clinic, 
Sudden Cardiac Death strikes 
350,000 Americans each year, 
with a survival rate of only 
about 2 percent. It often strikes 
a person in their 40's or 50’s 
with no prior indication of any 
heart problems. 

“For each minute without a 
defibrillator, the victim's 
chance of survival decreases by 
15 to 20 percent,” Gendreau 
said. “The survival rate on tele- 
vision dramas is almost 100 per- 
cent, but it is quite the opposite 
in real life.” 

‘The defibrillators cost approx- 
imately $2,200 each and are

Man arraigned for death 
of Wilmington man 


Woburn resident refused to turn car keys 
over to designated driver 


LOWELL - Jonathan Fowle, 
24, of Arlington Street in 
Woburn, pleaded innocent last 
week to a wide range of 
charges that resulted in the 
death of a friend, Timothy Lee 
of Wilmington, in Lowell 
District Court. 

Fowle was charged with com- 
mitting felony vehicular homi- 
cide, recklessly operating a 
motor vehicle, operating under 
the influence, committing a 
lane violation and speeding. 

Fowle's 1992 Cadillac hit a 
tree at 12:15 a.m. in Billerica on 
the morning of Saturday, 
November 6. Two other people 
in the car were injured. 

The injured were taken to the 
Lahey Clinic in Burlington. Lee, 
a friend of several years, was 
dead at the scene. At the time, 
Fowle was driving and Lee was 
in the passenger seat. 

Subsequent Billerica police 
reports indicate Fowle as the 
driver.

»rchlorate contamination. 

Over the past several days, 
vur offices have had multiple 

ssions with the Tewksbury 
own Manager, David 

‘vessman, during which it has 
cme to our attention that the 
wrchlorate levels in Tewksbury 

e dropped below 1.0 ppb. 
vis is terrific news and stands 
proof that our combined 
ilorts have led to a successful 
result 

fhe latest readings gathered 
1 November 29, 2004 indicate 
‘hat the perchlorate level is at 
4 ppb, below the threshold 1.0 
pb requiring a Health 
\dyisory. Given this low read- 
ny, we ask that DEP proceed 
» quickly as possible in lifting 
the Advisory in Tewksbury. 

We feel it is important to lift 
he Advisory as soon as possi- 
hle to signal to the residents 
ihat the water in Tewksbury is 
once again safe. These resi- 
dents have been required to 
incur the cost of buying their 
own bottled water over the past 
five months. Their local 


schools have had to bring in 
spring water to replace the con- 
taminated drinking water from 
drinking fountains, and local 
businesses have suffered 
tremendous losses in profits 
due to the contamination. 

It is clear that, thanks to the 
work of your office, the activity 
leading to the contamination 
has ceased. On November 20, 
2004, representatives of C.R. 
Bard indicated in writing that 
they had stopped using the 
harmful process at the facility 
that was causing the perchlo- 
rate contamination. A letter by 
Madelyn Morris, Deputy 
Regional Director at the 
Bureau of Resource Protection, 
dated November 24, 2004, 
thanked Ronald Burkett and 
the Billerica Water Treatment 
Plant for ceasing their contam- 
inating production and stopping 
the discharge to the Billerica 
sewage treatment plant of 
wastewater containing perchlo- 
rate. 

Since the polluter has been 
identified and has ceased par- 
ticipation in the pollution, and 
since tests from just three days 
ago indicate that the perchlo- 
rate levels are now at a safe 
level, well below that requiring 
a Health Advisory, we respect- 
fully ask that you remove the 
Advisory as quickly as possible 
to prevent further harm to the 
‘Tewksbury residents. 

We thank you for your time 
and your help and support 
throughout this ordeal.

“We are now asking DEP 
what is the scientific reason 
for waiting to lift the public 
health advisory,” Cressman 
said. 


The DEP has not yet made 
any promises. 

“We are still looking at eight 
weeks to be sure,” DEP 
spokesperson Ed Coletta said 
last week. “We may consider 
revisiting the eight-week stan- 
dard if the sampling results 
indicate perchlorate levels 
significantly and consistently 
below the 1.0 ppb threshold.” 

The problem with govern- 
ment, according to Selectmen 
Chairman Joseph Gill, is that 
it does not know how to oper- 
ate outside of the rules it has 
set in place. 

“We knew what the problem 
was, we solved the problem, 
and now the readings are 
safe,” Gill said. “There is no 
reason for not lifting the 
health advisory.” 

The board voted unanimous- 
ly during a meeting on 
Tuesday, December 7, to send 
a letter to Governor Mitt 
Romney requesting his assis- 
tance with the DEP. 

The board also voted unani- 
mously to send a letter of 
appreciation to Arthur 
Malcuit, the superintendent 
of Billerica’s wastewater 
treatment plant, for his extra- 
ordinary diligence in pursu- 


ing the issue and for identify- 
ing CR Bard as the source. 

On Tuesday night, the board 
entered into Executive 
Session for the purpose of dis- 
cussing potential litigation 
relative to the perchlorate 
issues. 

No federal drinking water 
standards for perchlorate 
exist, but the DEP has estab- 
lished an “interim guidance” 
of 1.0 ppb for sub-populations 
thought to be especially sensi- 
tive to the chemical, which 
may cause adverse effects to 
the thyroid gland. This sub- 
Population includes pregnant 
women, infants, children up 
to the age of 12, and anyone 
with hypothyroidism. 

Perchlorate is a highly solu- 
ble and stable salt-based min- 
eral used as a solid rocket 
Propellant found in missiles. 
It is also found in fireworks, 
flares, and certain types of 
explosives. Perchlorate is 
easily absorbed by humans, 
but also leaves the body 
quickly, 

Perchlorate inhibits iodide 
uptake into the thyroid gland. 
Todide is a element 
for the normal production of 
thyroid hormones, which 
maintain the body’s develop- 
ment and metabolism.

WHS Girls Basketball Preview 


Depth hoping to be the 
difference for Lady ’Cats

After finishing last year win- 
ning 10 of its last 15 games, the 
Wilmington High girls basket- 
ball team would like nothing 
better than to continue right 
where they left off beginning 
with Tuesday night's season 
and home opener against North 
Reading. 

Head coach Al Duffett now in 
his third season behind the 
bench, believes the overall 
depth of the team is the biggest 
factor of pushing this program 
into bigger and better things. 

“The overall team speed has 
improved and the overall bas- 
ketball intelligence is up,” said 
Duffett. “Most of the girls know 
the system except for the two 
freshmen and the transfer play- 
er. We're more athletic as a 
team, and the team chemistry 
has been great.” 

Last year the Lady ‘Cats 
started off 1-5 before tearing it 
up over the second half of the 
season going 10-5 in its final 15 
regular season games. The 
team qualified for the post sea- 
son for the first time in four 
seasons and were defeated by 
Hamilton-Wenham in the first 
round. Gone are two players off 
last year’s team, including 
starting power forward Brianne 
Moroney. 

Coming back from last year’s 
team are eight players from 
that 1-win season, including 
senior captain Lani Cabral- 
Pini, and senior Ryan Murphy, 
both of whom are coming off 
successful seasons as part of 
the Cape Ann League champion 
girls soccer team. 

“Lani has been a great cap- 
tain,” said Duffett. “Ryan’s also 
done a nice job as a senior 
leader and the two of them are 
great role models for the 
younger kids.” 

The strength of the team 
starts with sophomore center 
Ashley Vitale, who stands in at 
5-foot-11. She had a terrific 
freshman season, ending many 
games in double digits in scor- 
ing and rebounding. Duffett 
said she worked extremely 
hard in the off-season playing 
AAU. She has a nice touch 
inside, a very good drop step 
and can dominate games with 


her rebounding. Just a sopho- 
more, her potential is really 
limitless. The keys for her will 
be staying out of foul trouble, 
and getting the ball in the 
paint. 

Cabral-Pini brings a ton of 
athleticism and toughness to 
the table as the team’s point 
guard. Last year she played the 
last handful of games with a 
broken hand, and still deposit- 
ed her share of three-pointers, 
and assists. Those two spots 
are locked and after that 
there's a nice group of players 
who'll be fighting for the last 
three positions. 

“We have a lot of athletes in 
the rotation,” said Duffett. 
“We're three deep in almost 
every position. We want to con- 
tinue to press and press and 
score off turnovers. The kids 
are more confident this year, 
especially with their shooting. I 
think they are bigger and 
stronger and we're really excit- 
ed about getting going.” 

Junior Alyssa Bibeau, sopho- 
more Cassie Doherty and fresh- 
man Alyssa Brown will rotate 
at the small forward position. 
Bibeau is in her third season 
with the Big Club, while 
Doherty is up from the JV 
team. She is coming off a 
strong debut season at the var- 
sity level with the field hockey 
team. 

At the power forward position, 
junior Courtney Browne, who 
really improved every time she 
stepped out on the court last 
year, seems to be the front run- 
ner, while both-Alyssa Brown 
and Doherty will see time there 
as well. 

The back court could really 
be a surprise, Helping out 
Cabral-Pini, will be sophomore 
Brianne Bozzella, who had a 
nice freshman season last year, 
and transfer Samantha 
Canning. She played last year 
on the Arlington Catholic varsi- 
ty team as a freshman before 
coming over to WHS in the fall 
where she was an all-league 
soccer player. Duffett said she

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Rams single handily defeated in Voke Bowl

‘ CHELSEA - Football is a 
team game, but often, particu- 
larly in a big game, one player

. Even with Anderson’s domi- 
-nance, however, the game was 
still very much in doubt until a 
two minute stretch at the start 
1of the second half proved to be 
the difference in the game. 
What had been a perilous 7-0 
Iéad at the half for the 
.- Minutemen quickly turned into 
a 21-0 bulge when Anderson 
scored on a 69 yard touchdown 
run on the second play of the 
half, and following a 
Shawsheen fumble on the ensu- 
ing kickoff he hit receiver Tony 
Weislander for a 36 yard score 
with 9:01 left in the third quar- 
ter. 

The loss was a tough way for 
the Rams to end what was one 
‘of the most successful seasons 
in school history, as they tied a 
school record for most wins in 
a season and made their first 
post season appearance since 
the 1978 Super Bowl, while also 
finishing as co-champions of 
the CAC large with a 4-1 league 
record.

Salvation Army was the cre- 
ation of General William Booth 
and his wife, Catherine, in 
1865.

“Fire Prevention Officer 
Captain Michael Sullivan is 
looking forward to his tenth 
year of teaching all of the 
community’s students what 
to do in case of a fire and 
other emergency conditions,” 
notes the Wakefield edition of 
the "Daily Times Chronicle." 

“We try to do a little more 
than fire safety, Captain 
Sullivan said in a recent 
interview. ‘Depending on the 
age, we try to teach water 
safety, eye safety and occa- 
sionally bicycle safety’ 

“Sullivan has served on 
the Fire Department, rising 
through the ranks for 20 
years. As part of his job, he 
serves as the liaison with the 
School Department. 

“We attempt to reach 
both public school and pri- 
vate school students,’ he 
added. ‘Last year we started 
a program for home-school 
children. It has been well- 
received.’ 

“The outreach to the alter- 
native form of education 
came about from a request 
by a parent to bring her 
child, who takes all of the 
education lessons at home, to 
a nearby school where 
Sullivan was teaching one of 
his fire safety classes. In the 
end, about 25 extra students 
ended up at the demonstra- 
tion, 

“Sullivan does not have a 
set schedule for the classes. 
However, he does have a for- 
mula he tries to follow. 


“'T try to get to every pre- 
school at least once a year; 
Sullivan said. Kindergarten 
and first grade are a pretty 
big part of the program. I 
see both four times per year’ 

“Grade three students will 
see Sullivan threé times 
throughout the school year. 
He will reach out to the sec- 
ond, fourth, fifth and sixth 
grade students once a year. 

“The program has been 
very fortunate to receive the 
support of several local busi- 
nesses and service clubs. 
This cuts the costs the town 
has to pay for materials. 

“We used to be fully fund- 
ed by state grants, Sullivan 
said. ‘They dried up over the 
last couple of years’ 

“One of the big supporters 
is Jefferson Smurfitt. The 
Audubon Road container box 
manufacturer has donated 
about $5,000 over the last two 
years. 

“The Rotary has donated 
about $1,500 per year, and a 
911 call simulator. Masons 
have donated the costume for 
Sparky, the fire dog. 

“The 911 simulator is actu- 
ally a portable telephone in a 
suitcase. A child can make 
the emergency call on the 
phone and set off a recording 
which will demonstrate the 
response given when a real 
911 call is made. 

“All of this support has 
been absolutely vital to keep- 
ing this program running,’ 
Sullivan said 

“He is also thankful for 
the support the classes 
receive from both the School 
Administration and from 
Fire Chief David Parr....”

arlier, Selectman 
Chairman Michael McCoy 
asked Caira to provide the 
board with an expenditure 
report for the town’s legal 
costs. During the selectmen’s 
meeting, McCoy stated that 
‘he board has an obligation 
lo report the previous fiscal 
yedr’s total for legal costs, 
just as it would equally have 
to report shortfalls in the 
town’s budget for such cate- 
goties as snow and ice 
removal and expenses relat- 
ed‘to the police and fire 
departments. 
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“People have a right to 
know where all the money is 
going,’ McCoy stated. ‘I just 
wanted the facts to be out 
there’ 

“The town appropriated 
$132,800 for its legal expenses 
for Fiscal Year 2004. 
Specifically, $112,800 was 
appropriated for the town’s 
expenditures, while $20,000 
was designated to the Water 
Department. 

“According to Caira, who 
quoted figures provided by 
Town Accountant Michael 
Morris, the town spent 
$130,059.75 on its legal fees 
last year, creating a shortfall 
of $18,059.75. The Water 
Department incurred legal 
fees of $38,328.72, surpassing 
last year’s appropriation by 
$18,328.72. 

“Overall, Wilmington 
spent $169,188.47 on legal 
bills during Fiscal Year 2004, 
exceeding the initial appro- 
priation by $36,388.47. 

“Caira stated that the 
shortfall was covered by 
$18,059.75 from the 
Professional and Technical 
Services Account and 
$18,328.72 from receipts gen- 
erated by the Water 
Department. 

“Additionally, the town 
incurred costs for legal 

expense reimbursements to 
the tune of $9,488.72, which 
was also paid for with funds 
from the Professional and 
Technical Services Account 
($8,255.68) and water receipts 
($1,262.74)....”
